A New Smoke Consumer. 
[From the Cincinnati Commercial, 13. 


Many of our citizens will, no doubt, be sur- 
— to learn that Mr. David Sinton has 
een turning his mind to the invention of a 
device for consuming smoke. Such, however, 
is the fact. Wednesday he piloted a commit- 
‘tee of ladies, interested in the consumption 
of smoke, to tue furnace in his building, on 
Vine street, opposite the Burnet House, to 
explain the invention that has interested him 
se greatly for afew months. Mr. Sinton is so 
thoroughly practical that no ene can doubt 
the entire feasibility of any method of getting 
rid of the smoke which would satisfy him. 
That this invention does satisfy him is evi- 
dent. The device is a simple one, consisting 
of three receding arches, occupying, per- 
hape, three feet of space under the boiler, 
giving the appearance of a tunnel as you 
look in the doors ofthe furnace. These arches 
arrest the smoke,so that when the flame has 
passed the third and lowest arch it is incan- 
descent. This device absolutely prevents ail 
escape of smoke,even when the furnace is fed, 
except when the fire is made in the morning. 
There isas of twenty cent of the 
fuel, apd slack ear also be used. The furnacs

Making Artificial Rain. 
[Washington Cor. New York Sun, 1]2th.1 

General Daniel Ruggles, of Virginia, at the 
request of the Senate Committee on Agricul- 
ture, appeared befcre them to-day and briefly 
explained his method of precipitating rain- 
falls by scientitie means. His method—for 
Which he has been granted a patent—is to 
send up to the cloud realm cartridges of dyna- 
mite or smaller explosive materials, in skele- 
ton balloons, and to explode them either by 
time fuses or by magnetic electricity through 
light metallic wires connecting the balloons 
withthe earth. General Ruggles, as the re- 
sult of many years’ study and investigation of 
this subject, claims that the diffused: mists 
passing over arid 1egions, or regions sufferin: 
from unusual drought, may be consolidate 
readily into rainfalls by concussions and vi- 
brations, thus artificially produced; and he 
has, therefore, suggested to the committee 
that Congress may provide a small appropri- 
ation to make tests. The committee were so 
interested in General Ruggles’ plan that they 


asked him togivethem more information,

The Frequency of Famines. 
[From the New York Times.] 

Famines like that which is now devastating 
Ireland have been lamentably frequent dur- 
ing the last few years. In 1869, absolute 
starvation prevailed. for several months 
throughout Finland and along the Baltic sea- 
board, aggravated by a frost of unexampled 
severity, which destroyed hundreds of those 
who made for the towns in quest ofrelief. In 
1871, a yet more terrible famine decimated 
the population of Northwestern China, many 
of the sufferers being driven to gnaw the bark 
from the trees, and even to devour the bodies 
of the dead. Similar horrors were enacted 
on a smaller scale in Eastern Russia during 
the great drought of 1873. The failure of the 
Bengal rice crop at the close of that year 
swept away, during the early months of 
1874, at least half a million lives. The 
dearth in Bulgaria in 1876, and that in Cash- 
mere atwelvemonth ago, are still fresh in

The Union Market presented the usual Sat- 


urday bright and busy scene this morning. 
The sudden cold weather has had a beneficial 


as a result everything was lively and animated 
during the day. 

The improvements which have been in pro- 
gress for some two weeks at the market are 
about concluded, and the occupants of the 


different booths and stands are now moving 
into their new quarters. The improvement 
consists in abolishing all the curbstone stands 
and placing them on the inside of the enclos- 
ure, which has been opened by the 
construction of two avenues running 
east and west. Every one appears to be 
satisfied with the — and it is expected 
to result inthe benefit of the purchaser as 
well as the vender of articles usually to be 
found at the Union Market. 
GAME. 

.The game season is about over and the va- 
rieties of choice and expensive delicacies, that 
once graced the counters of dealers will not be 
visible again until next year. Among the ar- 
ticles now offered for sale are mallard ducks 
which are quoted at 60 cents per pair. Small- 
er varieties of ducks command 40 cents. Rab- 
bits are retailed at 15 cents each, and squirrels 
at 10 cents. Wilson’s snipe ure heid at $3 
per dozen. Plover are sold for $2 per dozea. 
Turkeys remain firm at 10 cents per pound, 
while chitkens bring from 20 to 30 cents each. 
Geese are selling at 50 cents. and dressed 
ducks bring 25 cents apiece. The supply of 
the articles enumerated is fair, and above the 
limited demand. 


MEATS. * 

The ruling prices of the diferent sorts and 
cuts of meat remain about the same as given 
last week. Sirloins are helu at 10 to 121-2 
cents per pound; tenderloins bring from 11 to 
15 cents, While porterhouse cuts range a tri- 
fle higher. Mutton is retailed at prices from 
5 to 10 cents per 1 pork from 7 to 8 
cents; veal from 10 to 15 cents; corned beef 5 
to 8 cents, and sausage 10 cents per pound. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The cold weather has increased the price of 
all vegetables of the hot house varieties to a 
great extent, and has also caused the quota- 
tions of other varieties to improve percepti- 
bly. Cabbages are 5 to 30 cents per head; 
celery, 75c to $2 per dozen; butter beans, 10 
cents per quart; lettuce, 50to 75 cents per 
dozen; sweet potatoes, 45 to 50 cents per peck; 
cranberries, 15 cents per quart; saur kraut, 
25 cents per gallon; turnips, 20 to 30 cents 
per geck; squashes, 10 to 30 cents apiece; 
radishes, 50 cents per dozen; asparagus, $1 25 
to $1 50 per dozen; onions, 40 to 60 cents per 
peck; horse radish, 50 cents per dozen. 

Apples are held at 35 to 50 cents per peck; 
grapes, 30 cents per pound; oranges, 30 to 35 
cents per dozen; lemons, 25 cents per dozen; 
figs, 15 cents per pound: oysters, 40 cents per 
can; dates, 10 cents per pound; eggs, 15 cents 
per dozen; butter, 15 to 25 cents a pound.
